Army, Oct. 2— (By Mail)—'Despite 
the fact that one day he is to rule 
over 170 million subjects and sit in 
great state upon the throne of all 
the Russians, the 12-year-old son of 
the Czar is just a regular boy like 
you used to be yourself maybe, idol­ 
izing his father and his dog. 
The young 
Grand 
Duke, Alexis 
Nikolaievich, 
rises every morning 
with his Imperial 
father, 
shortly 
after 8 o’clock. 
His first act is to 
open the door to the Emperor’s study 
where, sitting on a ridiculous, stubby 
tail and looking up with eager ex­ 
pectancy, he finds a runty, 
coarse­ 
haired mongrel foundling: It is Joy, 
the boy’s own dog. 
“Hi, old fellow, hi!” cries the fu­ 
ture Emperor. And as he snaps his 
fingers and claps his hands the dog 
drops on his 
forelegs, 
his 
tongue 
hanging out through 
a 
large 
wet 
grin, and jumps sidewise under the 
Czar’s desk then 
through 
to 
the 
other side and on, round and round 
the august room, emitting undigni­ 
fied but unmistakably 
joyful 
bow­ 
wows. 
Thus do boy and dog begin 
their day. 
But when one is a 
Grand 
Duke 
and in training to be a Czar, one has 
important duties 
even 
though one 
be just a boy. 
For instance there is 
breakfast to be eaten in 
company 
with the Emperor and members 
of 
his court and staff. So Joy has to be 
put aside for a 
time. 
And 
after 
breakfast 
there 
are the 
lessons. 
There is an English Master and a 
French Maitre especially to be lis­ 
tened to, and 
then 
multiplication 
and division have to 
be 
mastered. 
Geography, too. 
It would never do 
for the Crown Prince not to 
know 
how the 
Argentine 
Republic 
is 
bounded or that Chicago is the sec­ 
ond largest city in the United States. 
And History! Suppose a boy in his 
position should get Napoleon 
and 
Wellington mixed or Admiral Peary 
and Doctor Cook. 
So he 
has to 
study like everything and Joy must 
not come into the room while school 
keeps. 
Lessons are over at 12:30 though 
and the lad lias lunch with the Em­ 
peror and the Imperial 
household 
(and guests. After the meal is finish­ 
ed and his father chats for a while 
with his 
guests, father and son go 
out for a motor ride into the coun­ 
try. Joy, yelping his satisfaction, is 
now included as are frequently two 
schoolboys of the Grand Duke’s own 
age and choosing. 
At some attractive point along the 


road the car stops and the Emperor 
gets out for his daily walk. The boys 
and Joy cut 
their own particular 
capers. 
Sometimes 
they play 
sol­ 
diers and .build forts to take or de­ 
fend. This is particularly fine fun if 
they have come prepared with shov­ 
els and stop near 
the 
river 
bank 
where there is lots of fine wet sand. 
These boys use regular shovels, not 
toy ones, but shovels with big, wide 
blades and handles almost as 
long 
as themselves. 
The sand games are 
especially fine sport for 
Joy, 
who 
sticks his nose into the holes which 
he digs himself playing he is after 
rats or moles. He snores away at a 
great rate and seems to like to get 
his whiskers full of sand. 
Once in a while there is still an­ 
other member added to these excur­ 
sions into the country. It is Deo De- 
revenco, the big tar, who has been 
in constant attendance on the boy 
since the first. 
This 
great 
sailor 
has the heart of a boy and almost 
worships the young Prince. 
There heir dines with one 
of his 
tutors, either the French or English 
one, in order that lie may have con­ 
stant practice in talking these lan­ 
guages. Joy is admitted to the room 
now and sits with 
his nose, still 
gritty with sand, carelessly reposing 
on his master’s 
knee. 
The 
tutors 
object to dogs being fed at table but 
now and then a hand steals under 
the board with a morsel and certain 
smacking, as of a canine with bad 
table-manners is audible. 


Dinner over the lad writes to his? 
mother, the Empress, who, of course, 
does not live at the Stavka, as the 
Russians call their Grand 
General 
head-quarters. 
He tells 
everything 
he has done during the day, ending 
up with, “Your loving son, Alexis.” 
Now it is bedtime. 
The Emperor 
has finished his dinner and for the 
time being ceases even to 
be 
Em­ 
peror. He becomes just a very fond 
father. 
He sees his 
son 
to 
bed, 
smoothing out the coverings with his 
own hands, and kisses 
him 
three 
times good night: 
On: either cheek 
and the lips. 
The affection between these two is 
remarkable. 
Ordinarily 
imperial 
parents see little of their 
children, 
entrusting their care to others. The 
Russian Emperor and his heir, to 
the contrary, insperable. 
They are 
chums. 
He stands besides his fath­ 
er and imitates 
his 
every move. 
Dressed in the uniform of a colonial 
of the Russian army, usually of a 
Cossack regiment, the lad “reviews” 
a division with all the grace of his 
Imperial sire.

That organized labor will have to 
fact one of the most fiercely fought 
contests in its history 
during 
the 
session of Congress 
which 
meets 
in December is 
the 
conviction 
of 
those 
labor men 
who 
have 
been 
watching the course of the railway 
managers since the passage of the 
Adamson 
bill. 
The 
indications 
point strongly to the acceptance by 
the railroads of the principle that 
Congress shall fix the wages of all 
railway employes, as it 
has 
fixed 
those of the trainmen by the Adam­ 
son bill. 
But having accepted that, 
the railroads will doubtless attempt 
to induce ( ongress 
to 
go 
further 
and to fix the hours 
of 
labor, 
to 
abolish the mileage system of com­ 
pensation and make 
it 
a 
straight 
time basis, and to provide for what 
is called compulsory labor; 
that is 
for a law which will make it a mis­ 
demeanor for the employes of rail­ 
ways conducting an interstate busi­ 
ness to strike, or to quit at all in a 
body, or at any time without giving 
sixty or ninety days notice. 


Some of the railway heads point 
out that President Wilson has com­ 
mitted himself 
to 
the 
proposition 
that the railways must be allowed to 
increase freight rates sufficiently to 
compensate them for the 
increased 
expense incurred as a result of the 
Adamson hill, so that the railroads 
have little to lose on 
that 
score. 
They contend‘that after the election 
is over, Mr. Wilson will not 
be so 
anxious to cultivate the labor vote 
and will take sides 
with 
the 
rail­ 
roads. 
If he has been re-elected, lie 
will have nothing further 
to 
gain, 
and if lie has been defeated lie will 
have nothing 
further 
to 
lose; 
so 
Ifcey are very hopeful of his active 
co-operation in inducing Congress to 
give statutory force to their views 
and ambitions. 


Before 
he entered politics, 
Mr. 
Wilson was a bitter foe of organized 
labor and condemned the unions in 
the severest and most unjust terms 
and the railway managers contend

‘"The conduct of the labor union in 
the present instance must be consid­ 
ered as anti-patriotic and criminal, 
and constitutes without doubt an at­ 
tack on the public peace. 
In view of 
the foregoing I 
have 
decreed 
the 
following as an addition to the ex­ 
isting code: 
Besides the disturbers 
of the public peace, 
punishable 
by 
death as heretofore 
described, 
the 
death penalty will also be imposed 
on the follwing: Those who may in­ 
cite the suspension of work in fa c ­ 
tories, or enterprises destined to the 
public service, or who preside over 
meetings in which it is proposd to 
discuss or approve 
such 
a 
strike, 
those who assist in these meetings, 
and those who endeavor to make the 
strike effective upon being declared, 
and thise who by threats 
or 
force 
prevent others from rendering their 
services to the companies 
or enter- 
pre>x against which a strike is de­ 
clared.’’

good president ot tlie Federatiiii of 
Labor hut when ii comes to selecting 
presidents of nations his 
judgment

South America in the past. Because 
of this condition, I began 
over 
a 


year ago to work out a 
scholarship 
system , with the assistance o f the 
American consuls in Venezuela. 
“A fter correspondence with 
400 
American institutions 
o f 
higher 
learning, we 
received 
scholarship 
offers from 110 and the Venezuelan 
government has accepted 107 so far.

mosquito bites an 
American, does the American tele­ 
phone to the board of health with 
the expectation that a gang of men 
will be sent immediately to swat the 
mosquito? 
He does not. 
He does 
the swatting, uses what he consid­ 
ers appropriate language, and lets it 
go at that. 
No so the citizen of Rio. 
If 
a 
mosquito annoys a native 
of 
this 
beautiful Brazilian 
city 
he 
swats, 
leaps to the telephone and uses what 
he considers appropriate language in­ 
to the anxious ear of a 
board 
of 
health 
employes, 
and 
“prompto” 
there appears on the scene a wagon- 
load of uniformed 
men, 
fumigated 
material 
and 
disinfecting imple­ 
ments. 
The 
'house, 
garden 
and 
neighborhood of the annoyed native 
is attacked, ransacked, cleaned and 
disinfected. 
The mosquito is hunted 
to hi> lair and the lair destroyed. 
Up to twenty years ago this 
city 
was scourged 
annually 
by 
yellow 
fever. 
People 
died hopelessly 
and 
helplessly. 
In one year the epidem­ 
ic took more than 35,000 lives. Then 
it was discovered that the mosquito 
was to blame—that his sting 
was 
the sting of death. 
Relentless war 
was waged on the mosquito and to­ 
day “yellow jack” is unknown. There 
has not been a death from this dis­ 
ease for. ten years. 
The Brazilian still takes the mos­ 
quito seriously. There are 1,500 men 


employed in this city with 
the sole 
duty of killing mosquitos. 
Because 
of the activity of this department it 
has been dubbed with more or less 
annoyed affection 
the 
“Corpo 
de 
Mata-Mosquitos’* (Corps of Mosqui­ 
to killers.) 


Rio de Janeiro’s board of health, 
however, did not win the first prize 
at the last International Congress on 
Municipal Hygiene, in Berlin, on its 
“mosquito record” alone. Rio is al­ 
so a “flyless” city, owing to the ac­ 
tivities of the health board. The In 
ternational fir>t prize was awarded 
for advanced resuls in general city 
sanitation. 
Health 
statistics 
here 
compare favorably with any city in 
Europe or 
North 
America. 
The 
same ‘Swat The Fly’’ campaign cry 
that invades 
the 
North 
American 
summer is heard here, and to this is 
added “Death to the Flea and Bed 
bug” for it has been learned 
that 
these 
insects 
propagate 
leprosy 
Against this imported 
plague 
ana 
against tuberculosis great 
progress 
has been made by the incessant war 
on insects. 
The scope of the board of health’s 
work is abroad. 
All food is inspec­ 
ted and must come up to 
stand arc 
or it is destroyed. All meat is killed 
in a 
government 
owned 
slaughter 
house, under the control 
of 
the 
health department, 
and 
the 
meat 
must be sold to the ultimate consu­ 
mer within twenty-four h o u r s of the 
time it is killed. 
Last year a typhoid fever epidemic 
broke out in the city and it was dis­ 
covered that the disease originated 
in truck gardens within the city lim­ 
its. The board took its complaint to 
the city council and a lawT 
was at 
once enacted banishing all gardens 
from the city. 
There is not a vege­ 
table garden within 
the 
prescribed 
zone today. 


Buildings must be built in accord­ 
ance with plans 
approved 
by the 
board. 
There is not a house in the 
city without at least one bath room. 
Streets are widened and rebuilt at 
the command of the board. Buildings 
are torn down, remodelled or repair­ 
ed for the same reason. 


Great importance is attached to 
the cleaning of the streets 
They 


are kept and washed every day and 
at night special gangs complete the 
work with sprinklers 
of 
disinfect­ 
ants. 


Vaccination 
is 
compulsory 
in 
the army and navy, schools, hospi­ 
tals, asylums and other public and 
private institutions come under rig­ 
id inspection. 
All garbage and re­ 
fuse is collected by 
the 
“limpeza 
public a” every day and burned. Ev­ 
ery householder is compelled to back 
the day’s refuse is a suitable recep­ 
tacle and leave it at his street door 
at night night for the garbage col­ 
lector. This practice has resulted in 
an unique advertisement for a great 
American corporation. 
The 
Stand­ 
ard Oil Company ships kerosene and 
gasolene to Brazil in five gallon tin 
boxes or cans. 
The 
Brazilian 
has 
found the empty oil cans just the 
thing for garbage cans. Consequent­ 
ly night way faro's and tramp dogs 
are familiar with these street 
out­ 
posts of American enterprise. 
A free automobile ambulance and 
hospital service is furnished by the 
board of health that is a marvel of 
efficiency. 
At all hours of the day 
and night the Inure white auto-ambu­ 
lances can be seen racing 
through 
the streets or heaid claiming 
their 
way to scenes of distress. 
All traf­ 
fic makes instant way for these res­ 
cue ears. Hundreds of lives are sav­ 
ed every month by their speedy ser­ 
vice. 


Even after death the Rio de Jan- 
eiroan does not escape regulation by 
t'he board of health. His body must 
be buried within twenty-four hours 
after he is declared dead. 
He is 
then buried in quick lime. He is bur­ 
ied in regulated cemeteries and at a 
regulated price. 
The strict 
enforcement 
of 
the 
board 
of 
health 
measures 
has 
changed Rio de Janeiro from a “pest 
hole” to a health resort.

HEIR TO RUSSIAN THRONE 


JUST LIKE ANY OTHER BOY

Imperial 'Headquarters, 
Russian 


Army, Oct. 2—(By Mail)—'Despite 
the fact that one day he is to rule 
over 170 million subjects and sit in 
great state upon the throne of all 
the Russians, the 12-year-old son of 
the Czar is just a regular boy like 
you used to be yourself maybe^ idol- 
izing his father and his dog. 


The young Grand Duke, Alexis 


Nikolaievich, rises every morning 
with his Imperial 
father, 
shortly 


after 8 o'clock. His first act is to 
open the door to the Emperor's study 
where, sitting on a ridiculous, stubby 
tail and looking up with eager ex- 
pectancy, he finds a runty, coarse- 
haired mongrel foundling: It is Joy; 
the boy's own dog. 


"Hi, old 'fellow, hi!" cries the fu- 


ture Emperor. And as he snaps his 
fingers and claps his hands the dog 
drops on his forelegs, his tongue 
hanging out through a large wet 
grin, and jumps side wise under the 
Czar's desk then 
through to the 


other side and on, round and round 
the august room, emitting undigni- 
fied but unmistakably joyful bow- 
wows. Thus do hoy and dag begin 
their day. 


(But when one is a 
Grand Duke 


and in training to be a Czar, one haa 
important duties even though one 
be just a boy. For instance there is 
breakfast to be eaten in company 
with the Emperor and members of 
his court and staff. So Joy has to be 
put aside for 
a time. And 
after 


breakfast there are the lessons. 
There is an English Master and a 
French Maitre especially to 'be lis- 
tened to, and 
then 
multiplication 


and division have to be mastered. 
Geography, too. It would never do 
for the Crown Prince not to 
know 


how the 
Argentine 
Republic is 


bounded or that Chicago is the sec- 
ond largest city in the United States. 
And History! Suppose a boy in his 
position should get Napoleon 
and 


Wellington mixed or Admiral Peary 
and Doctor Cook. 
So he has to 


study like everything and Joy must 
not come into the room while school 
keeps. . 


Lessons are over at 12:30 though 


and the lad has lunch with the Em- 
peror and the Imperial 
household 


'and guests. After the meal is finish- 
ed and his father, chats for a whilo 
with his guests, father and son go 
out for a moton ride into the coun- 
try. Joy, yelping his satisfaction, is 
now included as are frequently two 
schoolboys of the Grand Duke's own 
age and choosing. 


At some attractive point along the 


road the car stops and the Emperor 
gets out for his daily walk. The boys 
and Joy cut their own particular 
capers. Sometimes 
they play sol- 


diers and .build forts to take or de- 
fend. This is particularly fine fun if 
they have come prepared with shov- 
els and stop near the river 
bank 


where there is lots of fine wet sand. 
These boys use regular shovels, not 
toy ones, but shovels with big, wido 
blades and handles almost as long 
as themselves. The sand games are 
especially fine sport for Joy, who 
sticks his nose into the holes which 
he digs himself playing he is after 
rats or moles. He snores away at a 
great rate and seems to like to get 
his whiskers full of sand. 


Once in a while there is still an- 


other member added to these excur- 
sions into the country. It is Deo De- 
revenco, the big tar, who has been 
in constant attendance on the boy 
since the first. This 
great sailor 


has the heart of a boy and almost 
worships the young Prince. 


There heir dines with one of his 


tutors, either the French or English 
one, in order that he may have con- 
stant practice in talking these lan- 
guages. Joy is admitted to the room 
now and sits with 
his nose, still 


gritty with sand, carelessly reposing 
on his master's knee. The tutors 
object to dogs -being fed at table but 
now and then a hand steals under 
the board with a morsel and certain 
smacking, as of a canine with bad 
table-manners is audible. 


Dinner over the lad writes to his 


mother, the Empress, who, of course, 
does not live at the Stavka, as the 
Russians call their Grand 
General 


head-quarters. 
He tells everything 


he has done during the day, ending 
up with, "Your loving son, Alexis." 


Now it is bedtime. The Emperor 


has finished his dinner and for tho 
time being ceases even to be Em- 
peror. He becomes just a very fond; 
father. He sees his son to bed, 
smoothing out the coverings with his 
own hands, and kisses him 
three 


times good night: , .On!1,either cheek 
and the lips. 


The affection between these two is 


remarkaible. 
Ordinarily imperial 


parents see little of their children, 
entrusting their care to others. The 
Russian Emperor and his heir, to 
the contrary, insperable. 
They are 


chums. He stands besides his fath- 
er and imitates 
his every move. 


Dressed in the uniform of a colonial 
of the Russian army, usually of a 
Cossack regiment, the lad "reviews" 
a division with all the grace of his 
Imperial sire.

Condemned Unions—Probably 


His Real View.

That organized labor will have io 


fact one of the most fiercely fought 
contests in its history 
during the 


session of Congress 
which 
meets 


in December is 
the 
conviction 
of 


those 
labor men 
who 
have been 


watching the course of the railway 
managers since the passage ol the 
Adamson 
liill. 
The 
indications 


point strongly Io the acceptance by 
the railroads of the principle that 
Congress shall fix the wages of all 
railway employes, as it 
has 
fixed 


those of the trainmen by the Adam- 
son bill. 
Rut having accepted that, 


the railroads will doubtless attempt 
to induce Congress 
to go further 


and to fix the hours 
of labor, 
to 


abolish the mileage system of com- 
pensation and make it 
a 
straight 


time basis, and to provide for what 
is called compulsory labor; 
that is 


for a law which will make it a mis- 
demeanor for the employes of rail- 
ways conducting an inteistate busi- 
ness to strike, or to quit at all in a 
body, or at any time without giving 
.sixty or ninety days notice. 


Some of the railway heads point 


out that President Wilson has com- 
mitted himself 
to 
the 
proposition 


that the railways must be allowed to 
increase freight rates sufficiently to 
compensate them for the 
increased 


expense incurred, as a result of the 
Adamson bill, so that the railroads 
have little to lose on 
that 
score. 


They contend "that uftor the election 
is over. Mr. Wilson will not 
be so 


anxious to cultivate the labor vote 
and will fake sides 
with 
the 
rail- 


roads. If lie has been re-elected, lie 
will have nothing further 
to 
gain, 


and if he has been dcleated he will 
have nothing further to lose: so 
J|iey are very hopeful of his active 
co-operation in inducing Congress to 
give statutory force to their views 
and ambitions. 


Before 
he entered politics, 
Mr. 


Wilson was a bitter i'nc oi' organized 
labor and condemned the union:, in 
the severest and most unjust terms 
and the railway managers contend 
that his real 
views 
were doubtless 


expressed them, when he had noth- 
ing to gain in a political way from 
member* of the unions. They argue. 
therefore, that these real views will 
be in the ascendency after the elec- 
tion and contend that the iron will 
then be hot for them Io 
strike 
for 


what they have long wanted.

the foregoing I 
have 
decreed 
the 


following as an addition to the ex- 
isting code: Besides the disturbers 
of the public peace, punishable by 
death as heretofore 
described, the 


death penalty will also be imposed 
on the follwing: Those who may in- 
cite the suspension of work in fac- 
tories, or enterprises destined to the1 


public service, or who preside over 
meetings in which it is proposd to 
discuss or approve such a strike, 
those who assist in these meetings, 
and those who endeavor to make the 
strike effective upon being declared, 
and thise who by threats 
or 
force 


prevent others from rendering their 
services to the companies or enter- 
press against which a strike is de- 
clared."

Brazil Authorities Give Attention to 


Mosquitoes and Supervise 


House Building. 


EVEN LAY ON THE STREETS 


Strict 
Enforcement of 
Measures 


; 
Prevents Any Serious Disease

Epidemics.

•Rio de Janerio/ Oct. 20—(By 


Mail)—When a 
mosquito bites an 


American, does the American tele- 
phone to the board of health with 
the expectation that a gang of men 
will be sent immediately to swat the 
mosquito? 
He does not. He does 


the swatting, uses what he consid- 
ers appropriate language, and lets it 
go at that. 


No so the citizen of Rio. If 
a 


mosquito annoys a native of this 
beautiful Brazilian city he swats, 
leaps to the telephone and uses what 
he considers appropriate language in- 
to 'the anxious ear of a board of 
health employes, and 
"prpmpto" 


;there appears on the scene a wagon- 
load of uniformed men, fumigated 
material and 
disinfecting imple- 


ments. 
The house, 
garden 
and 


neighborhood of the annoyed native 
is attacked, ransacked, cleaned and 
disinfected. 
The, mosquito is hunted 


to his lair and the lair destroyed,. 


Up to twenty years agp this city 


was scourged annually by yellow 
fever. People died hopelessly and 
helplessly. In one year the epidem- 
ic took more than 35,000, lives. Then 
It was discovered that the mosquito 
was -to Maine—that his sting 
was 


the sting of death. 
Relentless war 


was waged on the mosquito and to- 
day "yellow jack" is unknown. There 
has not been a death from this^ dis- 
fease for. ten years. 


• The Brazilian still takes the mos- 


quito seriously. There are 1,500 men 


employed Hii; this veity with the -"sole" 
duty oTjr killing mosquitos. Because 
of the activity of this department it 
has b,^, dubbed with mbre-'or,less 
annoyed affection 
the 
'!Corpo- de 


Mata-Mosquitos" (Corps of Mosqui- 
to killers.) 


Eio de Janeiro's board of health, 


hbweveii, did not win the first prize 
at the last International Congress on 
Municipal Hygiene, in Berlin, on its 
"mosquito record" alone. Eio is al- 
so a "flyless" cityj owing to the ac- 
tivities of the health board. The In- 
ternational first prize was awarded 
for advanced resuls in general city 
sanitation. Health statistics here 
compare favorably with any city in 
Europe . oi' 
North 
America. The 


same 'Swat The Fly" campaign cry 
that invades the North American 
summer is heard here, and to this is 
added "Death to the Flea and Bed- 
bug" for it has . been learned that 
these insects propagate 
leprosy. 


Against this imported 
plague and 


against tuberculosis great progress 
has been made by the incessant war 
on insects. 
> 


The scope of the board of health's 


work is abroad; All food is inspec- 
ted and must come up to standard 
or it is destroyed. All meat is killed 
in a government owned slaughter 
house, under the control 
of 
tlie 


health department, and the meat 
must be sold to the ultimate consu- 
mer within twenty-four hojurs of the 
lime it is killed. 


Last year a typhoid fever epidemic 


broke out in the city and it was dis- 
covered that the disease originated, 
in truck gardens within the city lim- 
its. The board took its complaint to 
the city council and a law was at 
once enacted banishing all gardens 
from the city. There is not a vege- 
table garden within the prescribed 
zone today. 


'Buildings must be built in accord- 


ance with, plans 
approved by the 


board. There is not a house in the 
city without at least one bath room 
Streets are widened and rebuilt at 
the command of the board. Buildings 
are torn down, remodelled or repair- 
ed for the same reason. 


Great importance is attached, to 


the. cleaning.of the streets. 
They 


are kept and washed every day and 
at night special gangs complete the 
work with sprinklers of' disinfect- 
ants. 
, 
. 


Vaccination is 
compulsory 
in 


the army and navy, schools, hospi- 
tals, asylums^, and other public" and 
private institutions come- under ijgr 
id inspection. All garbage and re- 
fuse is cqllee,ted by 
the 
"limpeza 


publica" every' day and burned. Ev- 
ery householder is compelled to back 
the. day's refuse is a suitable recep- 
tacle and leave it at his street door 
at night, night for the garbage col- 
lector. This practice has resulted in 
an unique advertisement for a great 
American corporation. The Stand- 
ard Oil Company ships kerosene anci 
gasolene to Brazil in five gallon tin 
boxes or cans. The Brazilian has 
found the empty oil cans just the 
thing for garbage cans. Consequent- 
ly night wayfarers and tramp dogs 
are familiar with these street, out- 
posts of American enterprise. 


A free automobile ambulance am 


hospital service is furnished by the 
board of health that is a marvel of 
eiHciency. At all hours of the day 
and night the huge white auto-ambu- 
lances can be seen racing througl 
the streets or heaid clanying their 
way to scenes of distress. 'All traf- 
fic, makes instant way for these res- 
cue ears. Hundreds of lives are sav- 
ed every month by their speedy ser- 
vice. 


Even after death the Rio de Jan- 


eiroan does'not escape regulation, by 
the' board of health. His body must 
be buried within twenty-four hours 
after he is declared dead. 
He is 


•tlien buried in quick lime. He is bur- 
ied, in regulated cemeteries and at a 
icgulated price. 


The strict 
enforcement 
of the 


board 
of 
health measures 
has 


.changed Rio de Janeiro from a "pest 
hole" to a health resort.
